We have been clipping the Stennis story, but have sent 
nothing because, while it's a stragge case in some ways, practically 
all the odd angles could be attributed to Kjxhsi who he is in one way 
or another, such as the report the boys said after robbing hi# they 
were going to shoot him anyway.
